W ashington officials hav e announced tha t the 
CWA program is to be curtailed by dropping ten 
per cent <Jf the work men each week . 
In other words in ten week s the CWA wjll cease 
to exist and the country can be expected to be 
back to normal. Howev er do not be too e nthu ­ 
siastic about this — the country will be right 
back where it started in ten week s unless some 
other program can be adopted.

BREMER KIDNAPING 
Ju st as the country was rejoicing tha t real 
headw ay was being m ade in the war against k id­ 
naping, the abduction of Edward G. Bremer, 
w ealthy St. Paul bank er, presented a serious set­ 
back to the fine record tha t was being made. 
His safe return was welcome news to all tha t 
had followed the news of the k idnaping which 
attracted nation-w ide attention because of the 
record time in which he was k ept« in bondage and 
the fact tha t t lie crime was com m itted at a point 
of aroused public opinion, and unusual activ ity 
of authorities against k idnaping. 
It was hoped that the arrest and im prisonm ent 
of the sev eral crim inals guilty of k idnaping, the 
increased penalties prov ided by m any states and 
federal gov ernment, and the mob lynching of the 
California k idnapers and slayers, m ight serv e as 
a w arning to others and curtail their activ ities. 


Renewed efforts should be made at once to 
continue the good work at the point which it 
was interrupted by the Bremer kidnaping.

will yet be apprehended and brought to justice 
for the trail is not yet cold by any means.
